The meagre records of air fighting show, that the 
drama on land is no match, in danger, in thrill, in appalling swiftness, in spectac- 
ular daring, for the battles of the air. The immense increase in the size of the airv 
squadrons has added elements of awesomeness to the. struggle which no Jules 
Verne ever could have fancied.

busy building his own air army. Much is rightly expected of what he will accom- 
plish, for not merely the mechanical and scientific resources of America, but its 
inventive resources seem to guarantee exceptional efficiency. America taught the 
world to fly, and the popularity of the air service offers additional likelihood that 
any air army which the United States may feel the wish to own will be fully ^nd 
effectively manned. The number of masterful women flyers presents interesting 
possibilities in this connection.

His Great Battleships. 


By RENE BACHE 
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OR the right kind of young jnan, 
who has "pep" and a spirit of 
adventure,the navy offers a won- 


derfully attractive opportunity. It 
is so in peace times, but now, when 
this country has entered the biggest 
war in history, what a chance! 


The navy is Uncle Sam's fighting 


line. A youngster who enlists as a 
soldier has a more or less distant 
prospect of getting into the game, 
but the naval recruit, after a brief 
period of training, will be in the war. 
He will have actual fighting to do. 


To get right into the thick of it 


in a few months' time, all he has to 
do is to apply at the nearest naval 
recruiting station. If he is physical- 
ly all right he will be enlisted as an 
"apprentice seaman," and sent im- 
mediately, at government expense, 
to the nearest training station. 


The navy maintains four great 


training stations for its recruits—at 
Newport, R. I.. Norfolk. Va., North 
Chicago and San Francisco. At one 
of these the newly-enlisted man must 
undergo a course of instruction be- 
fore he can be assigned to a battle- 
ship or other sea-going -war ^essel. 


At the Training Station. 


On arriving at the training station 


his instruction at once begins. Ke 
is assigned to. a "company," com- 
manded by a chief petty officer, and 
he remains a member of this com- 
pany during the whole of his educa- 
tional course. 


His first lessons are in personal 


cleanliness and orderliness. He is 
taught how to carft for his body, how 
to wash his clothes, how to mend his 
garments and sew buttons on them— 
in short, how to "look after himself 
in every way. 


He is sent to a dentist (paid by 


Uncle Sam), to make sure that his 
teeth are in good order. Then he is 
examined, to find out what he knows 
of common-school studies, and, ac- 
cording to the knowledge he posses- 
ses, he is assigned to classes cor- 
reponding to the grades in public 
schools. His studies are continued 
throughout the period of his training. 


This, however, is merely inciden- 


tal. The main business to which his 
time Is devoted is that ol iearning 
to be a roan-o'-warsman—a sear-fight- 
er. His "work is varied and interest-

In parts of Alaska, for instance, 


many of the miners do their own 
housekeeping and laundering.

Driving in car tracks is also very 


injurious to automobile tires." Of 
course there is a'strong temptation 
for any one who has to drive over 
cobbles to take advantage of the car 
tracks if they are convenient. This 
extra comfort, however, is paid for 
in rubber, and consequently, event- 
ually in cash. The car tracks are 
shaped to take the wheels of a trol- 
ley car perfectly and not automobile 
wheels. A few minutes of driving in 
car tracks from time to time is prob- 
ably unavoidable and even worth 
while, but to make a habit of this is 
fo shorten the life of the tires.

ZA the Scottish Aeronautical So- 


ciety, Lt C. K. M. Douglas, R. 


F. C-, read a paper on. "Weather Ob- 
servation from an Aeroplane." Hav- 
ing been fortunate enough to be for 
some months almost daily among the 
clouds of northern France, Lt. Doug- 
las has studied the formation of 
both stratus and cumulus clouds at 
close quarters, and submitted some 
records of the temperature and other 
conditions under which they de- 
veloped. 


A cumulus cloud, which was the 


visible evidence of a stream of ris- 
ing air, might give rise_to a thunder- 
storm. Unless, however, the rate of 
temperature from the ground upward 


not develop. 


A knowledge of the temperature 


gradient was thus very important in 
the prediction of thundery weather, 
and Lt. Douglas put in a plea for the 
use of the airplane in peace time for 
this purpose, as, in addition, the field 
of view at a height moderate for an 
airplane was so extensive t£at dis- 
tant thunderstorms could easily be 
-observed. He himself had seen clouds 
100 miles off from a height of 8000 
feet 


The observations made had been 


quite secondary to observations of a 
military character, and represented 
only a very small part of what could 
be done for meteorology by airplane 
observers.

How "WAR PAINT" Now Makes HORSES INVISIBLE

HE bizarre dictates of fashion, 
which suggested carrying a 
monkey, or wearing a lizard or 


chameleon were anything but aes- 
thetic or attractive 
At first blush 


the wearing of an insect seems re- 
pulsive, but any one who has seen 
beautiful Brazilian or Creole women 
making use of fireflies, or cucujos, 
fastening them in little transparent 
bags of light tulle to their dresses 
and hair might change his mind and 
be entranced by the sight of these 
living jewels glowing in the darkness 
of scented gardens. 


These 
glow-worms, as we call 


them, are actually a species of beetle, 


and is pierced by innumerable air- 
tubes (trachea).

these organs depends on a process of 
oxidation, the oxygen being supplied 
by the trachea, the brilliancy of the 
light varying with the respiratory ac- 
tivity of the insect, nervous stimulus 
having little or no effect upon it.

really is.

Whatever it 
was, it amply illustrates the spirit 
which permeated the high command 
of the French army at that time. 
It may be argued that chance fav- 


ored Joffre, as except for the unfor- 
tunate fate of Colonel Bonnier, his 
role would have been reduced to very 


the causes of the brilliant 
result 
achieved by Commandant Joffre it 
must be admitted that success was 
due not to the goddess of fortune, 
but to Joffre's refusal to trust her iu 
the smallest <legrt_e. 
Joffre 
refused to obey the go\- 
ernor's orders. The refusal was not 
prompted by any anger at his super- 
ior's lack of appreciation: it w<is the 
result of his determination to remain 
true to his duty. 
For only one year Joffre was in 


supreme command there: but this 
year marked the complete subjugation 
of Soudan and its development into a 
prosperous colony. 
It is not enough to invade an 


enemy's 
country. 
Complete -victory 
means the maintenance of conquered 
territory against all future attacks. 
"When advance becomes useless or 
impossible, an army must be'able, no 
matter what the cost, to hold the con- 
quered territory and die rather than 
retreat." 
This memorable order of General 


Joffre issued to the French army in 
1914 
shows but the ripened belief 
based on experience of the man who 
succeeded in making Timbuctoo an 
impregnable fortress. 
• . 


luubuctoo 
telil 
Timbuctoo 
was 


nominally in French hands; Timbuc- 
too must become a. French possession 
in reality, and Joffre began the work 
of bringing this about. 


The battles over, he devoted him- 


self to fortifying the French positions 
in Timbuctoo proper, and 
at 
all 
strategic points in the neighborhood. 
He 
constructed 
fortifications, 
built 


blockhouses, gradually extended his 
line of defenses into the surrounding 
country. The engineer supplanted the 
soldier once more. 


At the end of the year 1S94, twenty- 
years before his' appointment to the 
supreme 
command of the French 


forces "in the struggle that is to de- 
cide the future of Europe, Joffre was 
rewarded by being made an officer of 
the Legion of Honor. This mark of 
appreciation signalized the end of his 
labors in the Soudan. The country was 
pacified, the natives learned to re- 
spect the French soldiers as enemies, 
as they learned not to fear them as 
friends. 


How did Joffre succeed in achiev- 


ing this wonderful result? The an- 
swer is by method, knowledge, energy 
and justice. 


His work done, he received the or- 


der to return to France. This time 
he obeyed without a murmur. There 
was still much to be done; but the 
most important part of it, the founda- 
tion, so to say, laid on solid ground 
and erected in a way to insure it 
against crumbling down, was accom- 
plished. 


When he came back to Paris Joffrp 
became accredited to the general staff 


looked upon as a true indication of 
what he was to face in the future 
when his work would begin in earnest. 
Barracks had to be erected. The 
material arrived from France in such 
a condition of disorder and decay that 
it did not seem possible to disentangle 
it. Men and offirers alike looked with 
despair . upon the unloaded mass, 
raised their hands to heaven, uttered 
unspeakable words and then retired to 
curse the men responsible. Some ad- 
vised a demand for another boatload 
of material: but others, grown wise

It must be admitted that the Joffre 


of that day, • lacking as he did his 
present aureole of the savior of his 
country, failed to make any personal 


If the greatness of a man be meas- 


ured by the magnetic influence he 
exercises on all those who surround 
him, 
Colonel Joffre could not be 


earth. 


It required the war of 1914 to prove 
that the day of personal magnetism as 
an asset in winning battles has gone. 
You cannot make a trench run by 
waving your saber; but you can take 
it by inspiring your men with confi- 
dence that it can be done. 


General Joffre has always Inspired 


confidence in those who obeyed his 
orders. They have all instinctively felt 
that to follow him can mean but on? 
thing—the surest and shortest way of 
arriving at the desired object, 


No one thrilled at his approach with 


the enthusiasm of blind devotion. No 
one proclaimed himself to be ready to 
follow him unto the very jaws of death. 
He could make his men obey and re- 
spect him; he could not, and appar- 
ently he never cared to, make them 
love him as Napoleon's guardsmen, for 
instance, loved the "Little Emperor." 


That is probably why his name and 


popularity remained strangers for so 
long a time. On the other hand, it 
must be remembered that Joffre, from 
the earliest days of his military- activ- 
ity, has been guided by the principle 
that precaution is superior to dash, 
that scientific certainty is of more 
value than mere enthusiasm, and that 
such reasoning can hardly serve to 
kindle the fires of enthusiasm. 


Although he himself could hammer 


away at a problem, asking and need- 


sion where 'there is small chance of 
arriving at greatness without the op- 
portunity of a war. 


As he has never played at being a 


favorite, so he h'as never had favorites 
of his own. Those who know and love 
him also know and love this trait of 
-his—he abhors having anybody rec- 
ommended to him. At once his brow 
becomes beclouded, his 
face grows 
hard. 
"Haven't I won unaided my suc- 
cess?" he replied once in answer to a 
recommendation."

have I 


needed but work, 
application 
and 
energy?" 


Ability? It is a password with him. 


Energy? It receives a warm welcome 
from him. An exacting master, he has 
never withheld his approval of work 
well done," and his appreciation has 
taken the form of acts, though not of 
words—of these latter, he is sparing 
in the extreme.

*ready?" continued to ask in a good- 
natured banter Gilles Joffre's Rive- 
saites neighbors; and the gray father 
'smiled as he answered with pride

But one day, it was in 1901, Rive- 
saites welcomed home Joffre, grown 
to be a real general. The father's 
dream, his ardent wish, his conception 
of final happiness came true—tie was 
the father of a general.

.inarks the beginning of an epoch that 
may be rightly described as the epoch 
of Joffre's preparation for the gigantie 
strusrg-lp France had to face in 1914. 


At first he commanded the Second 


Army Brigade; two years later he is 
seen as member of the technical com- 
mittee at the Ministry of AVar, and 
one year later as the head of this 
branch of the service. 


He was undoubtedly making- pro- 
gress in his career; but still his name 
was an enigma not only to the public 
at large, but even to the army, though 
his work was making itself felt, and 
not a few of his colleagues began to 
look upon him as a coming man. 


But in 1904 retirement was not even 


considered by General Joffre. There 
was work to be done, plenty of It; 
there was great need of his organizing 
ability; there was an urgent call for 
the introduction of method into the 
army service. 


General Joffre gave the best that 


was in him. as he always did; but it 
took thirteen years for the1 captain to 
wm the fourth stripe that signifies the 
commandant's rank; it took but four 
years for the brigade general to be- 
come the commander of a division. 


The year 1905 saw two events in his 


life. On March 24 of that year he was 
made a division general. On April 26 
he married for the second tr^ie. 
• Artillery general in 1901: infantry 
general in 1905. Joffre found himself 
in a congenial sphere everywhere, and 
everywhere he went he built, he con- 
structed, he changed things for the 
better, and in the souls of all whom 
he commanded he implanted confi- 
dence. 


He was a member of numerous com- 


missions that were investigating im- 
portant military changes; 
but such 


changes are brought about in secret 
and not to thp sound 
of trumpets. 


Desides he was not an orating general, 
and the man in the street had no op- 


words or deeds because Joffre's name 
was lareiy brought to his attention. 


There is little to note in this stage 


of his development before he became 
the great chief of the French army 
except the dates that indicate the va- 
riety and number of his activities. 


At one time he commanded the mili- 
tary dl.stritt of Lille; in l&Oy he was 
at the head of the second army corps 
stationed at Amiens. He haxl thus a 
good opportunity of studying that part 
of France which is now so important 
a. field in the \ital struggle in the 
west.

eral Joffre assumed the supreme com- 
mand of the.French army. 


The public wonderingly 
inquired 


who was the man who thus virtually 
held 
in his 
hands the 
future of 
France; some recollected Timbuctoo; 
others remembered having seen his 
name in the army bulletin; none knew 
why he was chosen. 


But those who placed upon General 


Joffre's shoulders the responsibility 
for the future welfare of the nation 
knew well the reasons for their ac- 
tions. 


It was II. Caillaux, then prime min- 
ister, and M. Messimy, secretary of 
-\var at the time, who brought to Presi- 
dent Fallieres for his signature the 
decree that was to make General 
'Joffre head of the French army. But 
the choice of General Joffre-was made 
'on the unanimous advice of the war 
' council, and -what is more, his name 
was proposed by General Pau, who 
was the first, choice of the war coun- 
cil, and for that matter of the entire 
French army; but T\ho, in a spirit of 
noble sacrifice, renounced the honor 
and 
vielded the 
place to General 


Joffre. 


The greatest military gift the French 


nation could offer io one of its sons 
was in the possession of Joffre; but 
not by any exterior sign did lie show 
that he had grown to be any different 
from the Joffre of other days. 


"By his simplicity, by his modesty, 
he recalls to mind the great chieftains 
of Rome, at a time when the republic 
was at the apogee of virile splendor," 
was a recent estimate of- General 
uu^xic, ciuu Lue estimate is more than 
•true. 


A task of stupefying 
proportions 
was assigned to the general. He was 
to prepare for war, he was to mold an 
army, he was to find ways and means 
for a successful fight against the Prus- 
sian military machine, he was to be 
responsible for defeat, he alone was 
to bear the brunt of failure. 


Unflinchingly he accepted the duty, 


and sternly set himself to the task of 
fulfilling his mission. 


What Joffre did. what he accom- 


plished, was shown in the first days 
of the mobilization; but his greatest 
achievement was his clear view into 
the future, his ability to discern the 
character the coming war was to as- 
sume. 


One year after becoming the first 


war lord of France, were such a term 
known in his country. General Joffre 
pronounced, in an interview," these 
historic words: 


"It will not be the commanding gen- 


erals -nho will gain the battles of the 
future. It will be the colonels and 
even the simple captains. The fighting 
front will extend to 400 or 500 miles, 
and, under such conditions, the will 
of 
one man cannot be made felt 


everywhere, for there is but little op- 
portunity for new combinations and 
ruses. The role of the commanding 
general will nearly come to an end the 
moment he will have gathered at a 
desired point in the line of battle all 
the forces that are needed; the role 
of the colonel? and of the captains will 
begin with the first shots fired. They 
it will be who will decide the result ot 
the struggle. The troops that will win 
will be those that will hold out the 
longest, that will prove superior in 
endurance, in energy, and in faith in 
the final victory." 
Prophet* tnough they sound/these 


words were more than prophecy, they 
were the positive statement of positive 
facts, 
gathered through study and 


rived at throush experience supple- 
mented by science. 


"Nothing is improvised 
when at 


war," he 
clared on another occa- 


sion, and tiiis can be taken as the key 
of all his activity during the period 
he has been in supreme command of 
the French army. 


PREPARING FOK AVAK. 


General Joffre is conscious of reali- 


ties. Others may dieam of funda- 
mental changes, but he has ever fear- 
ed experiments wlien the stakes meant 
nation;.! honor. He went ahead in per- 
fecting 
the 
fighting 
machine of 


France: but in organizing the army he 
ha-- ever pndea\ijred to organize the. 
nation at the same time, for, warrior 
though he has been ali his life, no one 
knows better the value of 
spiritual 


ascendency. 
"The material organization of the 


army, perfect though it may be; its 
understanding, no matter how highly 
develops."!, will be insufficient to in- 
sure us a victory if this army, strong 
and intelligent as it may have become, 
will iack a soul." he declared. 
He knew then, as he kno'ws today, 


that it is the soul of a people that 
guides the world's destinies; and -who 
will gwinray that he hns not helped to 
awaken France's soul? 


Only a comparatively short time be- 


fore the war ho delivered the otlier 
great speech of his life when he fought 
before the Chamber of Deputies for 
the so-called "Three Tears Law," the 
bill that was to extend the time of 
military service to three years. 


Together with General Pau. he was 


chosen by the covcrnmcnt to nid the 
'la^sagp of th:-: law, and for davs hP 
listened 
calm and 
unperturbed to 


nbusp inrt calumnies heaped by thp 
Radicals upon the men at thp head of 
France's military affairs. For three 
long months, day in and rlav out. hP 
heard his work belittled, hp witnessed 
the fury of vituperation trying to drag 
his associates into the mire. He faced 
this all as stolidly as he faced the 


dangers of his march, on Timbuctoo 
or uie ditiicuujta ui iflc pro-iitujj iiJ 
encountered in his work. 
Finally a day came -when General 


P,au, unable to contain his anger and 
not permitted to answer the calum- 
nies, rose from his seat and left the 
chamber amidst the angry shouts of 
the opponents of the bill, who saw in 
his action a demonstrative protest 
against 
parliamentarism.

Xot a word escaped his tightly shut 
mouth, not' a gesture came to break 
his impassive' attitude, only the firo in 
the eyes beneath the heavy eyebrows 
uui.ra>eu tile emotion he felt.

Joffre have passed into the souls of 
the soldiers he commands, for tho 
"furia Francese," as the Italians styled 
the bravado of the French troops of 
former days, has developed into a 
heroism that lacks the picturesque, but 
does not recognize obstacles nor per- 
mit anything to obscure the path to 
the goal. 
"The primordial virtue of a general 


commanding an army is his charac- 
ter," was Napoleon's dictum. 
General Joffre is a man of character 


and this force of his has been felt 
throughout the ranks of the,French 
urmy 
until 
every soldier 
in the 


trenches, every trooper in the field, 
owns as part and parcel of his moral 
equipment some of this precious gift. 


He is the idol of the army, and he 


has become such in spite of his being 
one of the strictest disciplinarians ever 
known. 
"It is not because he spoils us that 


we call him 'our Joffre,' " said a sol- 
dier who ha<= fouFht with him from 
the first moment of the war 
"It is 


because he belongs to us. because he 
is always near us, because he is what 
we want him to be, because after hav- 
ing read an order of his, no matter 
how great a restriction it may bring, 
one is bound to exclaim 'By Jove! he 
is right after all!' " 
If one were 
to make 
a minute 


search for the dominant trait of his 
character, the discovery would prob- 
ably be made that it consists in the 
perfect mental equilibrium he pos- 
sesses. Born a Catholic, a Republican 
of firm persuasion, a Free Mason of 
wide repute, creeds and opinions have 
never succeeded in making him, give 
or receive favors. Many are the heads 
that fell into the official basket un- 
der the "blow of Joffre's ax, whose pos- 
sessors ardently shared his political 
beliefs, and the claims of friendship 
have never yet been placed by him be- 
fore what he conceived to be the in- 
terests of his country. 


Nothing is more foreign to his char- 
acter-than presumption. He is eager 
for opinions, he listens to advice, and 
no -decision of his is irrevocable. He 
believes in the ancient adage: "Erraro 
humanum est," and he leaves to the 
Germans the doubtful right of claim- 
_ing the qualities of supermen. 


He does not lack faith in himself, 


but neither does he suffer from over- 
confidence. All his life has been spent 
in learning, and he is still waging and 
eager to learn. 
"A well-balanced mind, a well-bal- 


anced soul," is the verdict pronounced 
upon Joffre by one of France's most 
eminent thinkers. 


j-iieiv is uui uiie ^ciiaracteristic which 
is perhaps excessively evident. It is 
'his taciturnity; but even this is due, 
partly to his capacity .of immense con- 
centration upon his work and partly 
to his innate modesty, and this mod- 
esty is also probably- the explanation 
and the cause of his apparent cold- 
ness, so little m accord with the spirit 
of his native province. 


But the poverty of spoken, words 


does not denote the absence of thought 
any more than his eciuilibrium, results 
from an insufficiency or ardor in a 
conflict. 


Tenacious of purpose: daring when 
audacity seems to be a necessity; de- 
fiant because certain of himself and 
his men, and withal almost timid— 
this is General Joffre. He has never 
suffered from jealousy, and so he has 
never tried to diminish great qualities 
in others. He is surrounded by men of 
great ability, and he has never been 
guilty of an endeavor to overshadow 
them, and if he does overshadow them 
nevertheless, it is only because he i* 
the great man. 


"JOFFIUE, TItE TACmTRX." 


Future military critics will discuss 


and decide the question whether or not 
France was ready to meet the foe 
when Berlin threw down the gauntlet 
into the world's arena; future investi- 
gators will place the fault upon the 
shoulders of those who were responsi- 
ble for any lack of readiness: but ail 
will have to admit that, within the 
limited powers of man. General Joffre 
performed true miracles with the ma- 
terial he had in hand. 


"The battle is before and everything 


else a conflict of moral forces," was a 
dictum of Napoleon, and Joffre seems 
to have been able to make out of this 
phrase a living emblem, a source of 
inspiration, and endurance, an inde- 
structible armament for his men. 
It was their superior moral force 


that enabled the French armies to 
hold back, nnrl Then hurl b-ick. tbf 
much greater and stronger armies of 
the Kaiser. It was moral force that 
made the French 
soldier overcome 


and laugh at insurmountable difficul- 
ties. It was moral force thut welded 
the French nation into one compound 
mass of energy and patriotism. 


The very exterior of General Joffre 


bespeaks the man. He :s of rathej. 
large stature. His wide chpst is sur- 
mounted by a large heart. The face is 
broad, and" the heavy eyebrows serve 
to accentuate its character. A strong 
jaw. beneath a heavy mustache, does 
not add to the mobility of the features. 
Strength is the chief characteristic of 
his faoe. and only the eyes, blue, bril- 
liant, clear, with a penetrating gaze 
and an expression which is more soft 
than severe, reflect the soul of purity 


• and the heart of gold of the general. 


To see him placid and calm, well- 


planted on his legs, 
emanating as- 


surance, one begins to understand why 
"Papa Joffre" 
has come, to be a 


favorite nicKname with soldiers. 
There is something paternal in his 


fieuie, in his pose, 
in his glance. 
There is something paternal in the 
impression one receives from looking 
at h;s face, the face of a man both 
happy and healthy, for neither ill- 
ness, nor ambition, nor passion, nor 
anser have left their imprint there. 
One begins to understand why the sol- 
diers look to Joffre as the little boy 
does to h's father. 
Patience is the foundation of the 


general's will-power, its moving force 
in his conscience, which makes him 
disregard the world's \anities, \\hich 
makes him place duty above every- 
thing else. vihn.h m.ikfs hii.; t.fi_!>. re- 
ward in t* e performance of the ta-k 
and not in the honors that may be 
bf-ipc'l rpon him 
A'Id to thi-i the 


free use of common sense, and it is 
easily seen why he nas never sought 
to astonish, why he hns ever been thn 
watchful,

Isntler of men. 


Truly it m»y be said that he is a 


commander who knows no hatred, no 


passionate anger, and who is thus free 
Irom self-reproach. 
Many were the visits to nls head- 
quarters described by eager and en- 
thusiastic scribes. Pages of eulogy 
were written about him and his 
achievements. As yet no one has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining- nn interview from 
him—for he hates to make himself 
The center of public attention and he 
abhors publicity. 
He spoke and he will speak in that 
serious voice of his, in that slow man- 
ner of his, every word seemingly care- 
fully 
weighed 
before 
being pro- 
nounced, every phrase simple, clear 
and "old of any Attempt at orator;". 
but search as one may, the personal 
element that really makes an inter- 
view is ever absent. 
Whenever he uttered anything it 
was for the single purpose of empha-

when it comes will belong to the whole 
French nation; whenever he spoke, 
he declared that success was due to 
the undaunted spirit of the French 
soldier. As to himself, he looks upon 
himself as only the lever thai puts in 
motion a machinery, every cog of 
which must be in perfect co-ordina- 
tion it' good results are to be achieved. 
Call it modesty, call it unresponsive- 
ness to popular clamor, the fact re- 
mains that when "Joffre, the Taci- 
turn." breaks his silence, it is never 
to waste words in self-praise, and 
France loves him the better for it. 


AT JOFFKE'S HEADQUARTERS. 
Circumstances bring with them the 
man. 
Joffre, in the days of pictur- 
esque, theatrical warfare, would have 
been probably out of place; but in 
these days, when the automobile has 
replaced the galloping horse, when the 
sword is lelt to rust in some corner, 
when the golden epaulets and the tin- 
sel of other days have disappeared, 
together with comic opera uniforms, 
whit<» 
caT>p« and hparskir 
hi7«W»s, 
Jotfre is rightly the genius incarnate 
of the army he commands. 


A modern army chief 
resembles 


much more the directing head of a 
giant industry' than the battlefield 
general of our imagination. General 
Joffre is a great leader because war- 
fare has developed into a struggle of 
brains, plus engineering skill, plus 
organizing ability. 


At the great battle of Borodino Na- 
poleon could easily survey the whole 
front from a neighboring hill- Nearly 
a million men were engaged in that 
memorable battle beneath the very 
walls of Moscow, and still the battle 
front was well within the horizon of a 
human eye. Napoleon could ride from 
one wing to the other, encouraging 
and directing, changing plans and 
making new adjustments. 


Seated in a little room, surrounded 


with maps. General Joffre must think 
out all his plans to the minutest de- 
tail, probably days in advance ot the 
actual struggle, for when the latter 
comes there is no room and no time 
for changes. 


Inspiration at the last moment saved 
many a, day for Napoleon- Such in- 
spiration today could not prevent dis- 
aster; it would probably but hasten It. 
Joffre places his faith in other things 
than inspiration at the eleventh hour. 
He knows beforehand what is going 
to happen, and takes his measures to 
insure success. 


Time will show the difficulties Gen- 
eral Joffre had to overcome, for brains 
alone cannot win wars. Cannon and 
soldiers, horses and ammunitions are 
more than essential. Despite Joffre's 
repeated warnings. Francp was not 
j <-au_. .men ueiiuaiiv s conorts uegan 
their march through Belgium. His- 
tory' will name the guilty, as history

Should the impossible happen and 


defeat crush the French army, future 
generation would have to admit that, 
whoever's fault caused the disaster. 
General Joffre was blameless. 


Were you fortunate enough to have 
been admitted 
to General 
Joffre's 
presence at his army headquarters you 
would have probably found him in a 
small room surrounded by telephones 
and maps. The constant sound of 
rushing motor cars, the ceaseless com- 
ing of staff officers, the arrival and 
dispatch of telegrams, the hearing- of 
reports, frequently contradictory In 
the extreme, from the atmosphere that 
surrounds him. 


He alone would not appear to you 


to be hurried as he issued orders or 
dictated instructions—hurry would be 
a. sign of indecision, ant! General 
Joffre never gives an order before 
his decision has been fully made. 


Some day these orders of General 


Joffre will be issued in book form for 
the guidance of generals of genera- 
tions to come. 


He orders what aim is to be pur- 


sued, he leaves the choice of means 
to the immediate commanders of the 
divisions or brigades. He never stifles 
initiative, he never tries to prevent 
anyone from having an opportunity 
of winning the laurel wreath of vic- 
tory. 


An impartial judge, he is as ready 


with reward as with punishment; but 
he exacts quick brains and firm hands 
from those who would serve under 
him. 


At midnight you would find him 


working still, as you would probably 
find him two hours later. Then you 
would see him throw himself upon 
the narrow iron cot, bouts and all. 
and when the morninr sun would 
come out from below the hori7on to 
bmnai the cunimtr ol another clay it 
would discover the general already 
at work. 


A silent man. if you please, but hns 
there ever been an eloquence so pow- 
erful a.« his silence? 


A loving husband, a tendar father. 


General Joffre has kept away from hi« 
familv from the moment the first shot 
was fired in this war. He did so be- 
cause he ordered tbat no woman must 
come near his siVnIiTc' camps, and 
he would have been untrue to him- 
self had ho not set the first example. 
"He has ever set the example, and 


he has nevpr shirked his duty." would 
be n fair summarv of the reasons whv 
he lias become "Our Joffre" from the 
moment he has ry 4i.n:nofl the b'gh 
command of the French armv. 


Kings have jiaid their homage to 


him. nations have glorified him, "great 
soldiers have bowed bpfore his leader- 
ship, but he has remained the simple

Tt is nut se'.tom 
that he leaves his fireside oncp the 
day's labors are over, and the "Roman 
rvlace "Mens sana in corpora snnot" 
has never had a more ardent disciple 
thnn him.

been his iron rule when at homo.

nn evening he loves to listen to his 
wife plaving- his favorite :r;elodie? on 
the. piano: he plays and chats with 
his two littlp daughters: he sines 
sometimes, for he knows fhp classic 
rppcrtoire and he pnprefiates good 
music; sometimes a frlpnfl comes In 
for a talk: but not a day passes on 
which before retiring for the night 


he does not spend some time in his 
magnificent library, for he is R. tni- 
lover oj books and a never-tiring 
seeker after knowledge. 


Every morning at 6 o'clock he can 


be seen riding a horse in the Bois 
de Boulogne. Sometimes he is alone: 
sometimes his little daughters accom- 
pany him. Seldom 
have Parisians 


recognized him in the past, and he 
has never sought their recognition. 


General Joffre's simplicity of man- 


ner is fuHy equaled bv the simplicity 
of his home liiV, for the glamour of 
society has ne^'er attracted him and 
the pleasures of the masses stir no 
onriolioii v.ItliiQ iiim. 


A life full of busy interest, of active 


work, of serious 
intention ami of' 
patriotic devotion; a man of honest 
purpose, of constant pursuit, of un- 
failing energy, of deep thought and of 
great K-ai/iUJK. 
J. leader (it sterling 
qualities, a. general 01 genius, a sol- 
dier without fear of reproach—this is 
General Joffre, his life and himself. 


One hundred years have passed 


from Napoleon till Joffre. A century- 
separates these two men. Both mark 
the culminating points of France's 
glory. But one conquered to bring 
ruin to his country; the other will, 
conquer to prevent ruin from ever 
menacing his countr--- again. 


SOME ANECDOTES. 
it will have been gathered from 


the foregoing chapters thut General 
Joffre. like our own Lord.Roberts, did 
not understand the art of self-adves'- 
ti~:ment. He had. indeed, a perfect 
horror of publicity. Some time after 
he was intrusted 
-\\ ith special mis- 
sio.is to Senegal and Timbuutoo he 
write an account ot the expeditions 
without once mentioning himself. 


Of nis private life so little is known 
that a French lady, -.vho recently de- 
livered a lecture on the general's ca- 
reer, had to confess that she did not

Joffre. There is, indeed, no hostess in 
Paris who can boast thut she ever 
entertained the general. 
He never 


wished to pose as a social lion. From 
such small and unpretentious func- 
tions ns he would allow himself to at- 
tend he always departed early, so that 
he might be fresh for the next day's 
duties. 


His exercise was limited to a morn- 
ing ride 111 the Bois and a three-mile 
walk from his office to his home. 


He has always been extremely ab- 
stemious in his habitu, smoking little 
and drinking less. As a conversation- 
alist he is awkward and abrupt, not 
because he has nothing to say, but 
from a sheer disinclination to seem 
to be thrusting himself forward. 


Of such a man anecdotes are neces- 
sarily rare, but one or two stories are 
told which illustrate, to some extent, 
the reticence of the man and the com- 
parative ouscurity from which the war 
has drawn him. 


After the war of IS70 he was In- 


trusted to organize the new defenses 
of Paris, and it was on his plans and 
under his direction that the fortifica- 
tions of Enghien wers erected. It was 
on the ramparts of one of these forts 8 
that Marshal MacMahon. surrounded 
by his staff, called a young lieutenant, 
who had not spoken a word, and said 
to him. "I congratulate you, captain:" 
"Captain at twenty years! That is 
good." To congratulate a young offi- 
cer thus openly and personally was 
not strict military etiquette. "How 
could I help it?" said the marshal 
afterward. "My heart went out to the 
young fellow."

uio uetensive work of Pontarlier 
"It 
is all very nice," he said to a friend, 
'but I know more than making- forti- 
fications. I should wish to given the ' 
command of troops." 


Dr. Pujade, ex-deputy of the Pyre- 


ZJ-es-Orlentales. relates how he \\.is 
at Dresden in 1911 at the time of the 
incident at Agadir. "The parliament- 
ary delegates, of which 1 was one," he 
said, "had been officially invited to a 
grand dinner by the mayor of the 
Saxon capital. The gravity" of the in- 
ternational position naturally checked 
the flow of genial conversation, and 
during the dinner conversation was 
strictly formal. 


"Toward the close, however, the 


German tongues were unloosed, --'in 
the smoking room the president ot'the 
Exhibition of Hygiene of Dresden 
who thought, no doubt, that I might 
be more talkative than my colleagues 
said bluntly, 'What do you think of 
the situation in France?' 


"I did not reply, and he repeated 
the question. I still kept silent. The 
German then became angry. 'Yes,' he 
said, 'I know well that a French'sol- 
dier is worth two German soldiers, 
but you have neither discipline nor 
generals.' 'Wo have no discipline.' T 9 
replied. 'Tou are right. We have not 
your discipline. We have replaced it 
by the love of the officers for their 
soldiers and by the love of the soldiers 
for their officers, thanks to which our 
officers would be able to make their 
soldiers pass through the eye of a 
needle. We have no generals? All 
right. And you? Who Tu-,ve you? And 
what proofs have they giv^n? As a 
matter of fact, of all our French gen- 
erals I only know one, but T know him 
well. That is the commander-in-chief 
General Joffrp. 
I advise you not to 


meddle with him.* "

staff officer arrived at headquarters 
with a very urgent despatch after thp

HIS is a war of explosions—ex- 
plosions from bombs hurled by 
hand at the enemy to explosions 


of 
shells weighing 
2000 pounds 


thrown 20 miles by giant guns of 17- 
inch calibre and weighing over 100 
tons. It is a war of machinery, with 
the limits of the danger zones limit- 
ed only by the range of the greatest 
guns. In fact, the art of war today 
is "a-r-t-illery," a statement which 
appears literally to be true. 


The United States army and navy 


are now being rapidly equipped with 
guns of various types, most of them 
American inventions, among which 
are machine guns, horse artillery- 
guns, field artillery guns and howitz- 
ers, heavy siege guns, anli-aircraft 
guns that' can shoot 27,000 feet 
straight up in the air and naval and 
coas.t defence guns of 16 and 17-inch 
calibre, capable of hurling a ton of 
steel more than a score of miles. 


At the navy yard in Washington is 


assembled what is said to be the 
finest assortment of machine tools in 
this country, if not in the world, for 
in the nation's capital is the big job 
of making the giant guns of marvel- 
lous accuracy and power with which 
American dreadnoughts are armed 
and coasts defended. 


The government's gun factory at 


Washington, running 24 hours a day 
for a year, could, it is estimated, build 
only 20 12-inch or 14-inch guiis, so 
vast Is the amount of work required 
to construct one of these monster 
weapons, of whlcl^ one of Uncle 
Sam's dreadnoughts carry as many 
a? a dozen. 


Not all of the-government's great 


guns, however, are built at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. 
Some are con- 


structed at the army gun factory at 
Watervliet and still others at pri- 
vately owned steel plants. While the

sel to be used for sterilizing 


Fill th© vessel with clean water so 


that tho boiling -v\at<.r Will cu\ u tli2 
tops of the jars or cans. Begin heat- 
ing the water so that it will be boil- 
ing violently by the time the contain- 
ers are packed. 


See that all cans or jars are In good 


condition and absolutely clean. Scaid 
them thoroughly. 
Use new rubber 


rings and scald them just before put- 
ting them on the jars. 


PREPARING FRUITS. 


Start with clean hands, clean uten- 


sils and clean, sound, fresh products. 


Throw out all vegetables and fruits 


which are withered or unsound Wash 
out all grit and dirt. If possible, us^ 
only fruits and vegetables picked the 
same day -and never can peas and 
corn picked more than five hours. 


Prepare fruits and large-sized vege- 


tables 
for 
blanching. 
Remove all 


spots from apples. 


Prepare beans and greens as for 


cooking. Be especially careful to tf 
move all foreign plants from the 
greens. 


Blanch vegetables and all fruits ex- 


cept berries 
by leaving them from 


three to fi\e minutes ip clean boiling 
water.

from the boiling water and plunqre 
them quickly 
into 
cold water, 
the 


colder the better. Take them out im- 
mc^iately and let them drain. Don't 
let them soak in the cold water. 


From this point on, speed is highly 


important 
The blanched vegetables 


and fruits, which are slightly warm, 
must not be allowed to remain out ct 
the jars a moment longer than is 
necessary. 


Remove skins when required, and 


as each aiticle is pared cut it up info 
proper size and pack directly into the 
clean, scalded cans or jars. 


Pack 
as solid as possible, being 


careful not to bruise or mash soft 
products 


In the case of fruit, fill the contain- 


era at once with boiling hot syrup. 


In the case of vegetables, fill the 


containers with boiling hot water to 
which a little salt has been added. 


Place scalded rubber rings on the- 


glass jars and screw down the tops. 


Seal tin cans completely. 
Watch 


them for leaks. As the preliminary 
treatment has taken care "of expan- 
sion it is not necessary to exhaust the 
cans.' HOW TO STERILIZE. 


Put the jars or cans as soon as pos- 


sible into boiling water in a wash 
boiler or into your canning device. 
Let them process for thj time speci- 
fied in the table, counting from the 
time the water begins to boil again, 
or the gauge on the canning outfit 
registers the proper pressure.

CONDENSED 
MILK. 


I 


F milk does not get its dues in these 
days It never wilL 
Never was so 


much said and written on the won- 
derful virtues of milk as a. food. 


The people who have never been able 


to" eat it .{notice " eat It "J -will think 
they have been mistaken in some hard 
*o be understood way. but the chances 
«« ninety-nine to one that the trou- 
ble has been that they could not eat 
it raw. They can eat it in some or 
all its cooked forms. 


1 actually shuddered when I saw tall 


soda glasses of raw milk brought in 
lo the children, at afternoon tea time, 
in _ the moving picture of " The Poor 
i-Jllle KICJI Girl. ' 
But then i shu<t- 


der at a good many conventional meals, 
especially the conventional 
American 


breakfast. 


I know a poor spindlinc little rich 


girl who, I believe, has been deprived 
in part of her health dues by being 
compelled to drink too much raw milk. 
.And myself, when a poor little pale 
faced child with a sensitive stomach.' 
could not *aia» the milk which 1 un- 
doubtedly needed more than any other 
food. 
I was therefore frail and anemic 


beyond my years. 


Poor little children, no matter whether 


the purses of their parents be Jong 
or short, and especially poor little ba- 
bies, have suffered endlessly and en- 
tailed future suffering. I believe, be- 
cause they cannot eat raw milk. 
In 


France and Germany it seems that for 
many years they have not been com- 
pelled to. 
When a baby cries it is 


usually because his stomach aches. 
Since he is living on milk what is the 
answer? Dr. Brennemann says: 


Colic and discomfort are among- the most 


manifest and Ireauent symptoms 
arising 


from the use of raw mils. 
We are all 


familiar with the fact that a great many 
babies taat are in constant distress, either 
having a great deal of colic or crying: almost 
constantly when awake and sleepin; restless- 
ly and brokenly, are promptly made com- 
fortable where hteir food is changed from a 
raw mill- to a boiled or citrated milk, or. 
•what.is still more striding, to a condensed 
milk, either liquid or powdered. If tables 
could talk they coulu unfold many a tale of 
then- Bufferings in trying to digest a strictly 
modem scientific, raw miik formula and of 
their immediate relief on receiving an un- 
•cientinc food from a tin can. 


We have felt sorry for the babies 


brought up in some of the cities of the 
arid west, because they had only con- 
densed or dried or some other modified 
milk to grow on, but perhaps they 
might have been worse off. 


But before leaving this matter of 


stomach ache from raw milk, let us 
read, the next paragraph, following the 
abcwe quoted. Dr. Brennemann says: 


A'surgeon of my acquaintance is accus- 


tomed to drink about twenty ounces of milk 
at bedtime. When he takes it boiled he is 
perfectly comfortable: when he takes It raw 
he has an uncomfortable nirht and a 
diairhcEa the next day. Few adults drink 
so much .milk at a time and it is impossible 
to estimate how frequent such disturbances 
would occur if they cud. The baby, on the 
other hand, with ita far greater pronencss 'to 
colic and diarrhcea. takes six or seven such 
feedings a day instead of one. 
Jt,is my private opinion that it would 


' be even more sensible to teach poor 


woxn«n how'to boil milk than to teach 
them how to make ir«box"s Th» FwnpVi 
women always boil the milk and not 
one. In a, thousand has a refrigerator. 
In his pamphlet, "Btiled Milk Versus 
Raw Milk," Dr. Brennemann says: 


One must not forget the possibility of error 


in 'the kitchen,'or the fact that " boiling-" is 
a term capable of varying interpretations, 
and that tie difference in temperature be- 
tween nv'^k beginning to eimmer and milk 
•welling: up actively is from 20 to 30F., and 
that-the longer the boiling the iaore marked 
the influence on coagulation. 


Now all the milks in sealed cans have 


been cooked. Two years ago I bought 
samples of every sort and brand pro- 
curable and some of these I have yet, 
and the literature that came with them. 
1 am rather astonishes to find that com- 
mercially this fact about cooked milk 
forming small soft curds and raw milk 
hard and indigestible ones -was known 
'at least that long ago, and exploited 
for the few who would read what it 
laid on the can. 


On a can of dried milk I read that it 


" is more easily digested than raw milk 
because it does not form hard curds in 
the stomach." 
And in some malted 


milk literature I find a quotation from 
a doctor's -writings of 1889. saying: 
" The best method of acting on the 
casein of cow's milk is the way of at- 
tenuating and modifying the clot by 
properly diluting the milk with a de- 
coction of the cereals. It is also be- 
lieved that dextrinizlng the gruels be- 
fore thus using it will often prove a 


' distinct gain by enhancing its attenuat- 


ing powers and increasing the ease of 
assimilation." 
"We 
might here read 


cheese for " casein," since curd is casein 
and ripened curd is cheese. 


Yes, the modifying of milk has gone 


on for years and in every case this is 
preparation for eating or what we call 
cooking. It is modified by simply dilut- 


ably, so a mother should know bow to 
boil water as some do not. It is modi- 
fied by cereal water, barley water most 
often, so a mother should know how 
to, cook this. It is alkalized with lime 
water for acid stomachs. It is modi- 
fied by condensing it (cooking in vac- 
uum at a low temperature), by drying, 
•curing, peptonizing, etc.. and all these 
things prevent the formation of large 
cards which may remain undigested 
throughout the alimentary tract. 


Raw milk is a solid food in spite of 


the fact that It cannot be chewed and 
it has a " hidden and insidious solid- 
ness." Boiled milk is relatively liquid. 
"After all you kn-iv a real food is 
something you etc ou-sw," a big man in 
the milk business is quoted as-saying, 
but the chances are he did not Jtnow 
what was printed in the literature pre- 
jsared by the' learned chemists in his 
laboratories, for all food manufacturers 
and handlers now, .of any note, have- 
uiese learned men working for them. 


On every hand now people are realiz- 


ing that milk is one- of the realest of 
foods. • If it was not the renewal 'of the 
human race would begin to cease to- 
morrow. 


"Whipping Condensed Milk. 


A recipe recently given for using con- 


densed milk whipped' in place of whipped 
cream, advised the heating of the milk 


whipping over ice. All that is necessary 
is to put the can on ice and then whip 
about two tablespoons at a time in a. 
cup with a turbine egg beater. It will 
double in volume and be like a foaming 
sauce. The important thing is to sweeten 
and flavor it so as to remove the rain 
water or clapboard flavor. A few drops 
of vanilla with sugar to taste will do 
this. 


Poamy Strawberry Sauce. 


Add to the above crushed strawberries 


in the proportion of three or four table- 
spoons of strawberry to two of the milk, 
If the undesirable flavor is still mani- 
fest use a drop or two of vanilla. 


Mashed. Potato. 


Peel and- slice the potato into a small 


flat bottomed boiler with a closely fitting 
cover, add four tablespoons of -water 
asd the minute it boils turn the fire of 
smallest burner to lowest point. 
The 


j>otat.o^^ \\iil be uu*«: m fiLieeti minutes 
or twenty at the most, and should not 
be too wet for mashing. 
Mash, add 


about one tablespoon of condensed milk 
to each large potato used, salt and a 
little freshly ground white pepper. 
It 


is this pepper which hides the condensed 
milk flavor. 


Instead of mashing the potato the milk 


may be added in the right proportion to 
make a. potato -stew and the -whole 
cooked five minutes with, the pepper, To 
make a soup add to the mashed potato, 
in the proportion or half a cup to one 
large potato— boiling-water, and stir and 
cook and if necessary beat smooth with 
an egg beater.. A good imitation cream 
soup. 


A little- butter will improve any of 


these three products, but each is good 
withougit, 


Celery Soup. 


Add one pint of water to one cup of 


finely cut up celery, one level teaspoon 
of salt, and a. pinch of cayenne pepper. 
Put over fire in closed boiler and cook 
gently for twenty or twenty-five min- 
utes. 
Blend two level tablespoons of 


flour with two of melted butter and 
strain the liquid from. the celery over 
this. Stir until the whole Is well thick- 
ened, then add two tablespoons of con- 
densed' milk- 


Vegetable Soups. 


Carrot alone is a little too pallid, even 


when touched up with onion, to make a 
t,^o^ 
^*I.O.^A .avup, 
HILUUUI miiK anu 


cream, but when cooked with about 
equal parts of onion and celery, not for- 
getting the cayenne pepper, a good soup 
may be made with Hour thickening and 
condensed milk. It is a sort of experi- 
mental soup for the good cook to make, 
Anybody else would fail. 


Condensed MUk Pudge. 


The sugar in milk is really cooked to 


a sirup in condensed milk, therefore it 
is easier to make a fudge which will 
not granulate too soon or a taffy which 
will not granulate at all no matter how 
much worked with it, even without corn 
sirup or glucose, than with either plain 
milk or cream. "Without something of 
this nature the sugar -will almost surely 
granulate too soon. 
What we really 


have in the end is milk chocolate. 


Cut up two squares of a half pound 


bar of chocolate or four of a quarter 
pound bar, add to it four tablespoons of 
water, melt and stir over fire until 
smooth and thick, then add four table- 
spoons o£ condensed milk and stir until 
smooth. Add to this two cups of granu- 
lated sugar and if you want to be on 
the safe side add as much glucose as 
you dip up once with a tablespoon. Hix 
all thoroughly, then put over the fire 
and stir until sugar is dissolved and the 
whole boils; then cook over a minute 
fire until it reaches fudge stage or 238 
degrees on a candy thermometer. Take 
from fire and add, after It has cooled 
a bit, one teaspoon of vanilla. 


For fudge, commence to beat this when 


half cooled. For taffy, let get entirely 
cold. It is not necessary to pull taffy 
to work it. Pile it up with a knife and 
then lift the knife with a load of taffy 
on it. or when it gets harder pile the 
taffy up on the platter in a conical 
r-ilp with the knife in the renter, reivoifc. 
ing to the bottom, and twist this round 
and round. V.'hen worked to slight dull- 
ness of surface stretch off and cut in 
pieces to taste. If worked patiently a 
chocolate taffy is melting. 


Do not try to make candies on rainy 


days !n summer. The air is thoroughly 
saturated in moisture and evaporation, 
takes place too slowly in the cooking 
sirup. 
It takes about three times as 


much cooking of fudge on a. rainy day 
as on a dry day-

with hot side dishes, on Sunday, or 
part of it may be cooked over in the 
chafing dish or frying pan or in the 
over to make a savory Item for lunch- 
eon or dinner on that day. Once the 
plan of the simplified Sunday meals 
has been adopted I am sure it will

TOMATO AND EGG SCALLOP. 


Turn out the solid part of a can of to- 


matoes and chop it free ""from lumps. 
When fresh tomatoes are in season" 
enough of them may be stewed to make 
an equal quantity of the vegetable. Set 
the tomatoes over the fire with a small 
onion and simmer together for half an 
hour. While this is going on six eggs 
may be boiled hard, putting them on in 
cold water, bringing this to a boll and 
cooking for ten minutes after the boll 
is reached. They are then thrown into 
cold water, the shells removed, the eggs 
cut into rather thick slices. A bake 
dish is buttered, enough tomj^to put in 
to fill it about a quarter full, one-third 
of the eggs laid on this1 and sprinkled 
with salt and pepper. More tomato and 
egg succeed one another until all the 
materials are used, finishinr with the 
tomato and sti vine this with crumbs 
and bits of butter. 


All this may be done on Saturday 


and the dish set aside in a cool place 
-until twenty minutes before It is needed, 
when it may be set in the oven, covered, 
and baked for fifteen minutes, uncov- 
ered and browned lightly, and served in 
the dish, in which it was cooked. 


HEAT AND GREEN PEPPER SCAIr- 


LOP. 


Any cold meat may be used for this, 


but one of the best combinations is veal 
or chicken to which has been added one- 
fourth as much ham as there is other 
meat. Both, should be minced, but not 
too fine- Grinding through the chopper 
is not as good a method of preparation 
as by the chopping bowl and 
knife. 


When the meat is ready a layer of it 
should s-n fnto th» Vottom of ,-. o-"-».i.=eiJ 
pudding dish and over it should be 
sprinkled a thickness of green pepper 
which has been seeded and cut into 
small bits. On these should so a laj'er 
of fine crumbs, and all shoulo. be moist- 
ened with a well seasoned stock or 
gravy. The layers should then be re- 
peated in, the order given until the dloh 
is full. Crumbs should be the top dress- 
ins and on these may be strewn bits of 
butter. 


This, like the dish of egg and toma- 


toes, may be made ready the day before 
it is to be used and should be baked, 
covered in, a good oven, for ten minutes 
when it is needed, -uncovered, anu baked 
for ten minutes more, or until lightly 
browned. 


PANNED KIDNEYS. 


Lay thin slices of bacon in the chafing 


dish or frying pan and cook them until 
crisp. Tai:e out and lay where they will 
keep hot—a hot water dish is good for 
thi.-3—and lay in the fat ieft in the pan 
lambs' kidneys which have been pre- 
pared by splitting them, removing the 
hard cores and rolling the cored halves 
In flour. A heaping tablespoon of flour 
should be allowed for three pairs of kid- 
neys. They must cook for five minutes. 
turning them, often so they will be done 
evenly, a small cup of hot water poured 
in and stirred until the gravy is smooth 
and thick, when the mixture may be sea- 
soned with salt, pepper, and a tablespoon 
of Worcestershire saune. These are espe- 
cially good if served upon unbuttcred 
brown bread toast. 


SPANISH EGGS. 


Heat together in the chafing dish or 


frying pan a. tablespoon of butter, four 
tablespoons of good gravy or stock, a 
teaspoon of onion juice, and add to these 
a half cup of stewad tomato which has 


been cooked down to thickness, a seeded 
green pepper minced fine, and a dozen 
olives that- have 
been stoned 
and 


chopped. The stoneless pimolas are ex- 
cellent for this dish. All the ingredients - 
should simmer together for five or sis 
minutes, stirring constantly. 


Have ready six eggs which have been 


broken and beaten just enough to mix 
the yolks and whites, turn them into the 
mixture and stir until this thickens well. 
Should the sauce first made seem too 
dry when the eggs are ready to go in a 
couple of tablespoons more of gravy may 
be used. At the last a teaspoon of salt 
may be put in and the dish is ready to 
serve. A pleasing addition to this is a 
couple of hard boiled eggs, chopped 
coarsely and stirred in when the raw 
eggs begin to thicken. If tha cookery is 
done in a double boiler or the inner ves- 
sel of a chafing dlah it will require moro 
time but less watching. It must be taken 


lest the mixture curdle. 


EGGS A LA NEWBTJRG. 


For this a tablespoon of butter should 


be melted in the chafing dish or skillet 
and as soon as it Is hot, but before It 
boils, a teaspoon of cornstarch must 
be stirred into it,* a cup of milk poured 
in when the butter and cornstarch are 
blended and the mixture cooked, stir- 
ring all the -while, until the sauce thick- 
ens. As soon as this stage is reached 
six hard boiled eggs, which have been 
cut into eighths, may be added. When 


these are hot throiigh, two well beaten 
eggs.shouW be stirred^in, drop by drop; 
these cooked for only one minute toncer. 
when half a teaspoon of salt,. a dash 
of red pepper, and a tablespoon of sherry 
go in and the dish is ready to serve on 
toast or crackers. 


EGGS IN CREAM SAUCE. 


Prepare the sauce for this by cooking 


together a tablespoon each of butter 
and flour until they 
bubble, pourinp:

FOR U. S. NAVAL COMMISSION 


AN 
FRANCISCO, June 2.— 


Thi.-, letter, bearing date of 


March 23, and written on Board 


of Supervisor stationery and 


signed 
by 
J. S. Duuuigan, 


clerk of the board, has caused 
some curiosity since it has 
been unearthed: "Your name 
appears as one of the owners of 


property within the Hunter's Point site, which is up 
for consideration as a naval base by the Navy Depart- 
ment. The Secretary of the Navy desires first-hand 
information as to the price at which property can be 
obtained should it be determined to locate the naval 
base at Hunter's Point. 1 am requested by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and authorize?! by the Board of 
Supervisors, to request you to file with me the price 
at which you will sell your property to the United 
States. This information will be kept strictly confi- 
dential: will be disclosed to no one but the Secretary 
of the Navy. The advantages of locating the naval 
base at Hunter's Point are recognized by the engineers 
and officials of the Navy Department. The advantages 
to the city of San Francisco of locating the project at 
that point are inestimable. The investment on the 
part of the go\ eminent will be a minimum of §20,000.- 
000. 
Employment will be furnished for seven to eight 


thousand men. The federal and city officials earnestly 
hope that the owners of property will take a patriotic 
interest in this project, and offer their holdings to the 
government at a low price. The Secretary of the Navy 
wishes property owners in the Hunter's Point district 
ta be reminded that there are three other available 
sites on San Francisco bay. and that if the price of 
laud at Hunter's Point increases the cost of the naval 
base beyond reason, preference which now runs to the 
Hunter's Point location will be given to one of the other 
bases. Will you please file your confidential offer at 
the earliest possible moment, as I am requested to have 
this information before the Secretary of the Navy by 
the IGth of April/' It is sought in this letter to make 
it appear that Hunters Point is all but chosen. But 
there is no warrant for this from any official utterance 
whatever. Government boards are not in the habit of 
announcing their preferences in ad\ance. 
It is not 


understood that authority has been delegated any one 
to gather data of this kind. There are a thousand 
owners, more or less, of the lands that would have to 
be utilized if an extensive naval base was established 
at Hunter's Point, and this is hardly the way the 
United States government would go* about treating 
with them. So tar as it has appeared, such method is 
exactty what the naval authorities did not want to pur- 
sup. 
Tt i« a question whether the naval board will 


be highly pleased with Dunnigan's presumption in 
seeming to quote them and to anticipate their require- 
ments. There is some interest as to how many answers 
were received, and exactly what disposition was made 
of them. It is recognized that the information would 
be valuable in a general way to a real estate dealer, or 
one interested in real estate enterprises in that region. 
Chinese Help Not Wanted 


Opposition at once flamed up here to the proposal 


to admit Chinese to help with the harvest. The propo- 
sition never wa<= serious. There is no real de&ire to re- 
open the gates to an alien race that has been excluded. 
The chances are that the gates will be shut against 
others, or types of others, when the country gets around 
to it after this war. We are having some experiences 
that warrant that conclusion. But while the purpose 
of the exclusion law—to keep out the Chinese flood—• 
is very generally approved, the spirit that is shown as 
to the country in general is not admirable. The mer- 
chants and producers of this country are desirous of 
fostering trade with China. In excluding their swarms 
of laborers we somehow have got into the attitude of 
putting a ban upon the country. The Chamber of 
Commerce has been endeavoring to ameliorate tin 
methods that ha\e obtained in the customs service here 
in treating merchants, students, travelers and the 
elates of C'liineyp tlu>i nrp purifier] in enter the rountrv. 
Hard' a Chinese comes here but in one way or another 
he i 
i= 
ide to feel tht ban. The Chamber of Commerce 


has u< .?n the question up, with Washington in a num- 
ber of cases, as yet without permanent improvement in 
the spirit nf the service. Such prejudice does not exist 
a« to am oilier port. <>r such hardiness in the carrying 
out of the law: bur at no other port do Chinese ha\e 
such extenshe dealing. So the national impression of 
the United Stated is largely made up from experiences 
here. Not only federal officials but the general public 
reflects tin- attitude. The secretary of the Chinese 
legation in Mexico recently passed through. He is n 
becoming young man. not pronouncedly of Chinese ap- 
pearance, speaks three king j.iges. including English, is 
miiet spokpn and respectful 
Wlipn IIP entered the 


United State-: at the .Mexican border IIP had to give a 
bond that he would leave tlii-. country within n speci- 
fied lime.

The State, through its harbor board, is a very con

A number of these also have lumber 
vaid's oij wiial i& kuo\\u as seawall lots, aud some lia\e 
coal yards and oil-handling stations, for which they 


• are charged extra. A ferry slip costs §300 a mouth. 


Thp Southern Pacific ii*^ three, tl>p Northwestern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fe together as many more, the Key 
Route one. and the Western Pacific one. The Southern 
Pacific is the biggest paying teuaiit. It pays monthly 
the sum of §13,712.50. Besides the three slips it occu- 
pies extensive waiting rooms, uses large baggage 
rooms and occupies a good deal of land on the sea wall. 
The Santa Fe and Northwestern Pacific together pay 
§5490.03. 
The Santa Fe also pays §2112.83 on its 


separate account, and the Northwestern Pacific §1780. 
The Western Pacific, for all its privileges, pays 
S5146.20, though a considerable part of this is "pre- 
paid,"' having been improved by the tenant and the im- 
provements going on the rent. The S. F. & 0. Terminal 
(Key Route), §2592.99. The federal-government is a 
considerable tenant, notwithstanding that it has 
a pier of it« own. Tt pays a total of §3211 ?>0 a 
month. Of tbis §2500 goes for the postoffice and §145 
for space in the dolphin, §145 for landing privileges of 
the Angel Island tugs, §51.50 for landing place"for the 
Unadilla, and §355 for the requirements of the customs " 
department. The Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
pays §4788.69 for four piers; J. D. Spreckels & Co. 
84798.67 for two piers, the Pacific Mail §2064.85, the 
Toyo Kisen Kaisha §1765.89, the Matson Navigation 
Company §1218.15, the American-Hawaiian Company 
§4219.08, the Great Northern Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany §1439.69. W. R. Grace §905.53 and Balfour, Gu'th- 
rie Company §927.48. 
Of the lumber companies, 


Charles Nelson & Co. pay §422.27, Hobbs Wall & Co. 
S269.14. Pope & Talbot §480.44, Hooper Lumber Com- 
pany, §594.94, Loop Lumber Company, §801.16, Union 
Lumber Company §345, Van Arsdale Lumber Company 
1137.50. There are a number of oil companies which 
find use for the State's premises on the waterfront. 
Of these the Standard Oil shows the greatest economy. 
Its total rent is §"172.06. The odd cents result from 
figuring on a basis of square feet. 
Other Harbor Front Tenants 


Spring Valley doesn't sail ships, but furnishes fresh 


water to ships. It has to set at them, and for running 
pipes down through the State's preserves it has to pay 
§250 a month. The United Railroads pays §1000 a 
month for the privilege of running its cars around the 
circle in front of the ferry building. Wells, Fargo & 
Co. has to pay §2548.14 for its-offices and wharf priv- 
ileges. The American Express Company gets by with 
§500 a month. Crowley, the launch and tugboat man, 
has to pay §438.77 for the privileges he enjoys. Peter- 
sen has to pay §119.79 for a similar concession. Two 
of the Mayor's concerns are State tenants. They are 
the Hind, Rolph Company, which pays §728.55, and 
the Rolph Na\ igation & Coal Company, §535.18. There 
is a swarm of small bay crafts, running on the rivers 
and arms of the bay. Even one that lands at San 
Francisco has to pay for the privilege. At least fifU- 
four firms, companies and individuals* interested in 
navigation or enterprises connected with, them, or both, 
pay tribute to the State for use in one way or another 
of its San Francisco waterfront, aside from the con- 
cessionaires in the ferrv building. 
Altogether the 


waterfront tenants pay monthly the sum of 875,638.53. 
It is very often claimed that this is an inhospitable 
port: that it costs a ship owner more to take his ship 
in and out of San Francisco harbor than in and out of 
any other first-class port. The discussion and investi- 
gation incident to the discovery of Seattle outstripping 
this port in exports included this charge.

ship captains who luue sailed the world over not infre- 
quently are heard to make Mich assertion: but it has 
never been substantiated tli.u I have seen or heard. 
Am attempt to pru\e it \\o .!d necessitate the gather- 
ing of world data, and a comparsion of harbor particu- 
lars—such things as pilotage, towage, wharfage, water 
and other harbor costs. The harbor of San Francisco 
is controlled on a different plan from that of any other 
of its class, it is said, in the world—certainly on a plan 
different from that of any other California port, or 
any other Pacific Coast port, ii is controlled by the 
State, and not by the city through which its commerce 
must pass. The city's authority stops where the Ein- 
barcadero commences, which is the westerly line of the 
great wide way upon which you land when you arrive 
in San Francisco. 
Sunday Closing Innovation 


it was «omoi])jng of a surprise Ihat the announce- 


ment was made that the St. Francis Hotel, commencing 
with June '•', was to close i(s bar on Sundays. This is 
an innovation, indeed. It is the first move of the kind 
ever made by a first-class hotel in this city. It is not 
a concerted movement. But one other hoiel, the Clift. 
:•- to follow the plan. The propriety of it was not 
generally discussed among hotel men. though oilier 
hotels were informed of the purpose of the St. Francis, 
so that they could join in the innovation if they saw 
fit. 
The step was decided upon by the Board of Direr- 


tors of the St. Francis Hotel Company without refer- 
ence apparently to consequences that nrr- measured in 
dollars and cents. It might have been a deference to

Farmers Permanently Organize 


The convention of farmers which met last week crys- 


tallized into a permanent organization with an execu- 
tive committee of eleven, the first meeting of which 
was held at the Palace hotel on Friday. Every mem- 
ber of the executive committee except two are practical 
and successful farmers. 
The two are R. B. Hale 


of the California Development Board and W. B. 
Wellman 
of the Wholesale Grocers' Association 


They have had practical experience in all prob- 
lems involved in tilling the soil, and it is their 
purpose to apply the knowledge they 
ob- 


.tained in co-ordinated effort. They represent that they 
are going to take hold of the labor problem and by 
organization and intelligent effort, utilize to the fullest 
advantage the supply that is obtainable. They will 
give attention to marketing problem*, and evolve n 
method by which the-products will be got to the con- 
sumer at something less than twice or three times what 
the producer receives. 
It is proposed to organize 


farmers' bureaus for the dissemination of advice as to 
markets and methods, and generally those things that 
it is profitable to know. The spirit seems to be to co- 
operate with professional agriculturalists and State 
officials as far as may be — to keep the open mind — 
but not to let their organization be swayed from its 
purpose, which is to apply practical experience to the ' 
problems that arise. One of the things that they havex 
taken account of is that as to the important commit- 
tees and bodies having to do with the food question, 
hardly a practical farmer is a member. Farmers are 
notoriously at a disadvantage through lack of organiza- 
tion. It is the purpose to correct this, not with the 
idea of exploiting the consumer, but for purposes of 
information, advice, support and assistance. These 
men are hard-headed* and unsentimental, and when 
they say that the saloon must be eliminated from the 
agricultural districts their reason is that farm help 
is so utterly demoralized by drink. Already some of 
the state commissions and bodies and committees have 
begun to look upon this organization sideways, as 
thono1!! not pertain inst how to reo-nrd it and nilpstimi- 
ing the independent way in which it has been started. 
Permanent quarters will be maintained in 'Cue Palace 
Hotel, and abundant means are assured for launching 
the organization. 
Time's Changes 


The streets are full of soldiers, but there is that or- 


derliness and sobriety that did not prevail when the 
cit?y was similarly invaded twenty years ago. The Jaw 
that men in uniform shall not be furnished drink is 
strictly observed. Lines have been drawn, so tight 
around cafe and saloonkeepers that they do not con- 
nive at infractions of the law. The trick of the soldier 
and his girl ordering a soft drink ostensibly for the 
soldier and something with more body for the girl and 
then exchanging them, on the sly, was dropped on by 
the purveyors themselves, and circumvented, instead of 
being winked at. Licenses are forfeited with such readi- 
ness for the infraction of the law that proprietors are 
alert to avoid transgressing. The situation suggests 
the change that has taken place in this respect within 
the last two decades. The fact is brought out most 
forcibly that political power no longer resides in the 
bar. This change was aptly put by one who has been in 
public life. He expresses himself to the effect that in 
his first experience he' could get nowhere without 
patronizing saloons. Now he could get nowhere if he 
should patronize them. 
Travail Over the Budget 


The Mayor has come to a definite parting of the ways 


with the strong men of the Board of Supervisors, Gall- 
agher and Power. It was over the budget. Gallagher 
and Power are the majority of the finance committee, 
which recommended the budget that was passed to 
print, and which must be adopted next Monday. The 
trouble was that the budget cuts the appropriation for 
the Board of Works. This department-is in charge of 
Mr. Reardon. who is specially vouched for by the 
Mayor. The Mayor says that Reardon does not drink 
or smoke: Gallagher and Power say that he would find 
it very hard work to add up the totals of the sums 
asked for by his department. That is the line on 
Reardon's capability that is obtainable from this con- 
troversy. The Board of Works appears to be the politi- 
cal reservoir of the city government. It employ's an 
a i my of men. The exertion that these have to put forth 
is not exhausting to those who get there in the usual 
political way. The budget allows the Board of Works 
§ru 9,000 for street repairs, which is about 22 per cent 
less than Hint of last year, or a lopping off of §150.000. 
It will uit down ihe sheet force and thereby iniliiiUe. 
against s< me political fortunes. 
The hopeless split 


between t;-e Mayor and the board makes an interesting 
possibility for the next campaign. All are out for the 
labor vote. Nine supervisors are to be elected this fall. 
A Governor is -to be elected next fall. The fixing of 
1lie budget is Hie occasion of a preliminary skirmish 
ns to both. Impartial observers, are inclined to hold 
that the Mayor lias rather ilie best of \i. IJeducing the 
budget, or holding it to about the figure of last year, 


impresses only the taxpayers, who are forgiving and 
forgetful, and anyway do not get out to the polls to sus- 
tain officials who may act in their interest; but depriv- 
ing a man of his soft municipal job is a matter taken 
account of by that man and many others who always 
vote; and results may be calculated from these facts. 
Tetrazzini Heard From 


"Doc"' Leahy has received a letter from Gewge Bo- 


zelli, husband of Tetrazzini, in which the well-being 
of DIP famou" cfijjtfitvjfp )•* duly «pf forth. I'l will be 
remembered by all who saw her when she was last 
here that she had taken oif unusual weight. It did not 
seem to impair her voice, but it otherwise interfered 
with her artistic work and also, no doubt, her comfort. 
By dieting and exercise she has regained her former 
outlines. Tetrazzini and her husband have been living 
in Switzerland ever since the war started. She refuses 
to sing in Europe during the war, except for Red Cross 
benefits. She has maintained a hospital, and recently 
her investment of half a million in Italian bonds was 
one of the important items of world news. The diva 
is known to be a very rich woman. Although she has 
not appeared in opera for three years, her royalties 
from phonographic firms are understood to be immense. 
She would come to America and sing but for the sub- 
marine menace. Also she is a very poor sailor, and 
it is feared that this fact, coupled with the fear of sub- 
marines, would have effect upon her voice, if not upon 
her general health. Bozelli is a tenor of rare power, 
but does not appear in opera with Tetrazzini, He is a 
Rumanian. He writes that Tetrazzini's voice is really 
finer than ever, showing benefit from rest and being 
kept in training by judicious vocal exercise. As soon, as 
the war is over AVC may expect to hear the great singer 
here in California, where she was discovered to North 
American audiences. She had enjoyed a reputation in 
South American countries, where Leahy found her and 
induced her to come here.

A recent despatch to the effect that the German State 


League proposes to fine any singer who leaves Ger- 
many within a period of five years to accept engage- 
ment in the United States naturally leads to a con- 
sideration of a local instance that is becoming some- 
what celebrated.

Story of a Pioneer 


Ignatz Steinhart, whose gift of §240,000 for an 


aquarium in Golden Gate Park is the most recent con- 
siderable public bequest, was one of the Argonauts who 
built up his fortune here. His very first experience in 
this country was as a pack peddler, which in the earlier 
days was a very common method of merchandising. He 
made his way to California in the fifties and engaged 
in merchandising in this city with one of the Selig- 
mans. They prospered unusually, and about the year 
1868 retired from the mercantile business. One of the 
stories of the time is that Seliginan drew a check on 
the Bank of California for §10,000, upon w-hich payment 
was refused. In those days checks were honored on 
the general reputation of the drawer, without much 
reference to his balance. In this case the man behind 
the check was perfectly good, and dishonoring his 
check so angered him that he declared that he would 
v" 
» 
start another bank. Accordingly, so it is related, the 
Seligmans and the Steinharts founded the Anglo-Cali- 
fornia Bank next door to the California. They came 
as- near to 1 aking its name as they could. Ex-Governor 
Low was made president. The Seligmans went to New 
York some forty years ago, but the Steinharts remained 
in California, turning their money over in one way and 
another. At the time of his death, Ignatz was esti- 
mated to be worth three millions. 
The Liberty Loan 


The bond placing houses are boosting for ihe great 


liberty loan to their full ability. As they know how, 
their efforts must tell. Until this loan is out of tb<- 
way there will be nothing doing in their regular bnsi- 
ne«s. The prospects are that the loan will be readily 
subscribed. Though the country is loaded w i t h money, 
the immense sum required lo finance the countries at 
war is expected to drain some of the surplus, and it is 
figured -there will be a brisk demand after it is out of 
the way for normal loans at rates something above that 
which has prevailed before. The prospect i.> further 
attractive from the fact that a great dea of the money

A literature of supple, delicate styla 


and one founded upon observation is 
that of the latter-day renaissance in 
Spain, a movement which-has as ono 
of its compelling and stimulating fig- 
ures the dramatist Jacinto Benavente. 
Martinez Sierra, Pio Baroja, Vallo- 
Inclnn, the Machados, and Azorin are 
aome of those In whose hands Spanish 
letters rest today and of whom we 
have been given but little opportunity 
to study. 
At Madrid, it is conceded, 


a new era has arrived and there has 
been a radical and absolute triumph 
of principles. 
The works of Bena- 


vento have marked time with 
this 


revolution. 


Benavente has set himself no new 


task. 
He would tear away many of 


the shams of society. It is his method 
that is different, His four playa which 
have been published in English, "The 
Bonds of Interest," 
"His 
Widow's 


Husband," "La Malquerida" (The Ill- 
Beloved), and "The 
Evil Doers of 


Good" are sajd to bo as representative 
as any four could be. In all he sets 
a seemingly 'irresponsible character of 
the streets against a conventionalized 
type and contrasts many things which 
are labeled 
"proper" 
and "right" 


with others that are close to the heart 
and natural. 


The dramatist's power to picture 


the vagabond and to #ut Into his 
mouth 
stirring 
protests may in a 


measure be explained by the fact that 
IJicnavente, although a son of a dis- 
tinguished physician, lived for a while 
with a circus. He loved the life of the 
rover and it was his delight to talk 
with persons of all sorts and condi- 
tions, especially those who were, sim- 
ple and childlike in nature and whose 
hearts were never far beneath the 
surface. 
Clowns fascinated him. 


So we find in "His Widow's Hug- 


band" the rascally and plausible Cus- 
alonga.^t traveling vendor of books 
and of gossip, who is possessed o£ a 
tongue to carry an argument with 
any. 
In "The Bonds of Interest" it 


la Crispin, a rogue, .who speaks for 
the author when he would be heard 
and In "The Evil Doers of Good" it is 
Don Heliodoro, regarded as a good- 
for-nothing pensioner, whose words 
are those of New Spain. 


Of the four plays, "The Evil Doers 


of 
Good" has the most 
torae and 


would seem, In America, to be the 
most effective. 
So 
strong does It 


preach against accepted Ideas of qhar- 
ity 
and the proprieties, that many 


leaders in philanthropic work walked 
out of the house on Its first presenta- 
tion. It ia a challenge flung at those 
who would regulate in detail the lives 
of others. 
To a worthy woman who 


ha-s led in a reform movement which 
hus not halted at shifting the peas- 
antry into and out of marriage, Don 
Heliodoro says, in the play:

These ura 
not a complete autobiogra- 
phy, which Tagorc readers 
the world over

for 


some day, but rather a. series of "men- 
tal 
pictures," 
written in a casual 


style, with no attempt at continuity 
of material, save that they begin with 
his childhood and continue through 
his early manhood, up to his voyage 
to England and America in 1912, 


Lightly as are these memory pic- 


tures painted, they are valuable as an 
Index to tho mental and spiritual de- 
velopment of this foremost of Ori- 
ental scholars and poets. 
There are 


shown various aspects of his juvenile 
character, the" unrest and disquiet of 
adolescence and the disillusioned ma- 
turity which nevertheless maintained 
its idealism which made Tagore hos- 
tile to the materials and commer- 
cialism of the Occident, and to its 
claims of superiority over the Ori- 
ental ways of life and living. 
Tho 


book contains a vivid record of states 
of mind, rather than of external cir- 
cumstances. 
It offers a curious min- 


gling of Tagore's subjective impres- 
sions, his sage comments on the ob- 
jectlre aspects of the world in which 
he haa grown, charming portrayals of 
the home life, the social customs and 
amenities and of nature. 


Of his boyhood Tagoro says he and 


his brothers were "under the rule of 
servants," a condition 
which 
sub- 


jected them according to custom to 
the care and authority of servants, In 
which their "minds were left clear of 
the toils aVi constant coddling, pam- 
pering and dressing up." 
x 


Tagore has been moiit candid In 


his reminiscences of his school days. 
However, unlike his associates, 
he 


wns 
in 
some 
respecto 
one 
with 


them In the naughtinesses which are 
common to school boys, and he tells of 
pranks and tricks which are quite in 
keeping with fchoho of the youngsters 
of today. lie recalls the "reign of the 
servants" as one in no wise "glorious 
or cheerful," and the record ho gives 
of his chastisements and the subse- 
quent sedition when "our heads were 
crammed into the huge water jars" to 
suppress the howH of pain shows him 
to have been not entirely lacking In 
those qualities which we sum up as 
"typical boy." 
Tagorc's life has been marked by 


eminent success ai a teacher, and the 
recollection 
of 
his 
own 
misdeeds 


"confronting him and smiling at him" 
have made him u lenient schoolmas- 
ter. Part of Tagore's pedagogy is set 


down in this part of the book, where- 
in he speaks of,the mistake of judg- 
ing the child from ihr standpoint of 
the,grown-up, "forgetting that a child 
is quick and mobile like a running 
stream; and that, in the case of such, 
any touch of imperfection need cause 
no great alarm, for tho speed of the 
flow Itself is the best corrective. When 
stagnation sets In then comes danger.

through tho events with which this 
book is concerned. Georg Brandos, the 
author, will find that In tho revolu- 
tion In Russia, one of his main causes 
to withhold support from the allies, 
has disappeared. In this work, he Is 
the true neutral, ho supports neither 
side. In his hatred for war and zeal 
that his own country may keep out of 
it- he attacks the pretenses In which 
nations on both sides have cloaked 
their rea-sons for fighting and would 
show that there Is nearly the same 
amount of self-delusion on both sides. 


In 1881, this man, Oeorg ITrandes 


of Denmark, wrote an essay. In which 
ho salt! that the progressive men of 
Germany were all old men and that 
the reactionaries were tho youths. He 
feared the time when the latter class 
would lie in power and said: 


"And when that time comes, Ger- 


many will lie alone, isolated, hated by 
the neighboring countries, a strong- 
hold of conversatlsm in the center of 
Europe. Around It, In Italy, In France, 
In Russia, In the north, there will rise 
a generation 
Imbued 
with interna- 


tional IdeoH and eager to carry thorn 
out In life. 
But Germany will lie 


there, old and half Htiflcd in her coat 
of mall, armed to the teeth, and pro- 
tected by all tho weapons of murder 
and defense which science can Invent. 


"And there will come great »trug- 


gles and greater wars. 
If Germany 


wins, 
Europe, 
in 
comparison with 


America, will politically be as Asia 
In comparison to Europe. But 1C Ger- 
many loses, then 


"But it la not seemly to play the 


prophet," 


These words were written thirty-six 


years ago. 
In 1888 ho wrote again: 


"Not liberty but order and might Is 
tho motto of Now Germany. And the 
days in storo for Europe may be ex- 
pressed in the song In VauIundur'B 
Saga: 'Hard days, sword days, death 
days,1 " 


In the days that follow Brandes 


turns his attention to the growing 
martial spirit In other countries.

Psicharl 
writing 
in 


France extravagant praise of the vo- 
cation of the Holdier and singing- a 
sort of hymn of hate against Germany. 
This was In 1913 and a jear later the 
author was dead at the front. Charles 
Peguy, who wrote "Youth's Master," 
a man of simple heart and great sou), 
died in battle a year later. 


One rends in the book quoer con- 


tradlctjons. 
For years we may have 


held the picture of Alsace ami Lor- 
raine pleading tor liberation. Brandes 
prints a petition from those lands In 
which it Is prayed that no war bo 
enteivd upon for their suites as no 
mutter what the outcome, It would 
mean ruin.

on^ the fundamental causes of tha.wnr. 


"Tho rivalry between England and 


Germany alone has made the world 
war possible," lie says. 
"Until now 


tho two nations have never made war 
U'pon each other. 'Yet tile new cen- 
tury has witnessed a tension arise be- 
tween them and grow so violent that 
upon two previous occasions It almost 
broke into war. 
The first time'—nifter 


Tanglers—war wa» avoided because 
France was unprepared;- und the sec- 
ond time—after the Agadir—because 
Germany retreated: at the decisive mo- 
ment." 


Two views peculiarly neutral are 
these: 


"If tho Enptfiih have viewed Ger- 


• many with disfavor it Is largely be- 
cause their ignorance of the German 
people made thorn particularly 
re- 


ceptive to the campaign of the na- 
tionalistic press. 
A man like Mnxe, 


for Instance, in his National Review, 
has for half a dozen years designated 
Germany as the enemy. As^a subject 
German Is seairci-ly taught in English 
schools andi universities. 
In all Scot- 


land there is not one chair of Ger- 
man 
language and literature. 
In 


England there Is one—in Cambridge. 
Out of one hundred' members of tho 
House of Commons ninety-five do not 
know one word of the language." 


And them: 
"Yet Ignoranci- Is not the essence 


of the Anglo-German quarrel, for the 
hatred1 is most violent in 'Germany, 
and 
there 
English 
Is exlensively 


known." 


Brandea has spared no efforts- to 


translate the different points of view 
of the nations at war." The assertion 
that the allies are fighting for the 
preservation of the smaller states and 
for democracy, In his view, is flattened 
against tlje monarchy of the czar. But 
hero we have a later knowledge of 
events which, peculiarly, this prophet 
did not foresee. A New Russia fight- 
ing for the allies and the entrance of 
the republic of the United States Into 
the struggle are 'forces to back the 
argument which were not visible at 
the time this neutral was writing. 


One takes It from the bits of cor- 


respondence he iiuotesi that being a 
recognised writer in a neutral coun- 
try is no easy task. Constantly Bran- 
des Is called to account by leaders in 
Prance, Germani and England'. 
He 


admits that attempts had been made 
to Influence Titm co write glowingly of 
one side and quotes from a'German 
leUtier offlerfng. a promise that should 
he show friendship for that side "he 
would not be- forgotten." But in a way 
he puts them all in one boat: 


"Like the English and French," he 


writes, "tho German papers are filled 
to overflow with nelf-pralse; therefore 
foreign approbation, for a change, is 
most eagerly sought. 
But to be ac- 


ceptable praJLse must be unconditional. 
No sidta ear.es to hear the truth, or 
what the writer believes to be the 
truth; both side:! seek, nothing but 
encouragement, praise, flattery." 


One feels that it Is Russia and tho 


record of her atrocities that keeps tho 
Dane from being one with the allies. 
Yet he finds some excuse here and 
sets It down to Ignorance. In proof he 
quotes peasants who had taken part 
in a massacre of some Jews as ex- 
pressing the belief 
that the mur- 
dered Jews had, but one week pre- 
viously, killed the Saviour in some 
spot In Russia!. 
Poland la a upot 
dear to the author's heart and tho 
dream of a new Poland after the war, 
to his mind, may justify some of tho 
horrors of the struggle. 


Brandes1 famous appeal for peace 


Is Included in the book, an appeal In 
which he -says that neither of the 
fighting forces can be crushed and 
that It is as foolbih for people to say 
they do not wish to crush Germany 
but only its militarism as .to say "I do 
not wish to hurt the porcupine, but 
only to pull out its quills." After that 
he is largely conc-erned with answer- 
ing protests his appeal evoked. 


It Is evident that Eirandes is scrupu- 


lously maintaining his neutrality but 
that hJs 
leanings 
are, 
in reality, 


toward the allies. 
The essays writ- 


ten before the \\ ar which, he knew 
was coming lay the measure of blame 
to Germany. 
In his book there is 
that to stimulate thought of the war 
In terms other thin sentiment, much 
to be met with argument,, and. much 
to Inspire serious study.

for any warring person to walk and

birthday. 


"The sketches which he brought

In course of conversation with him 
he told me that his ranch life had 
proved an utter failure, and that he 
had recently found hirnjelf stranded 
in a small Western, town with !>ut a 
quarter of a dollar in Ills pocket. He 
was anxious to get to Mew York, but 
was at a loss to conceive whero the 
funds were to como fi om to pay his 
car fare over. 


"As he entered an unprepossessing 


little Inn in the evening ho noticed that

Ho 
wrote many articles and stoi'ies for 
Harper's Magazine, and his st/le was 
excellent, concise, and lucid, and save 
mo the impression thaf ho had t.iksn 
Guy do Maupassant for his modbi.

Hamlngton was a noted 


football player while hn was at Vale, 
and he had the build of a young Her- 
cules; and as a painter and writer ho 
had the vigor and enthusiasm of a 
born artist.

And these truths are as true o£ the 
"modern" art of centuries ago as they 
are of tho so-called "modern" art of 
today, as Air. Poor shows ) 


Art cannot exist for Itself, nor for 


the ono who creates it. 


It is a language of emotional ex- 


pression. 
Every 
truo artist 
must 


have as the backbone of his work the 
idea of service. He must feel that if 
he succeeds the world will have been 
enriched by his work. 
Remove this 


faith, and the self denial, the sus- 
tained effort that is necessary to pro- 
duce great art would collapse. 


Good and useful work is often built 


upon a clear recognition and accept- 
ance of limitations, 
Great work is 


only built upon tho refusal on the 
part of its creator to accept limita- 
tions. 
The groat artist has through 


the ages asked himself, and devoted 
himself to finding—"What is the ulti- 
mate?" The more nearly he reaches 
it the more lasting value does bis 
•work have. 


Tho young artist of today who 


scorns the meaning of new art move- 
ments and declares the old is good 
enough for him, ia a fool. The older 
men, who scent something new, are 
afraid. 
They condemn it to 
give 


themselves courage. 


Tho real artist of today' Is a man 


born with the love ol form and color, 
who longs to express himself with 
those.

For painting, Giotto's "Rising of 
Lazarus," "Massacre of the 
Inno- 


cents," Massaccio's "Expulsion from 
the Garden of Eden," Michael An- 
gelo's 
"Creation 
of 
Man," 
"The 


Brazen Serpent," many 
Rembrandt 


heads—all these seem to me master- 
pieces of this perfect union. 


Music could develop into a pure 


art, because the single sound is ap- 
preciated by itself, and because of its 
existence in time, giving rhythm. The 
sound produced by the beating of 
sticks in primitive dance-music did 
not mean "sticks" to the savage, but 
coming in regular order, it gave him 
a sense of 'movement and 
desire 
to 


dance. 


Tho beginning of poetry was inar- 


ticulate verse, really primitive music; 
but as sounds grew into words, and 
became definite symbols of things and 
ideas, they could not be used sense- 
lessly. 
So poetry became an impure 


or dual art, with the poetic form and 
the meaning as equal elements. 


Abstract design, or -decoration, and 


representation probably grew up to- 
gether in the art of Painting. 
The 


most serious art of every people and 
time has combined both. 
However, 


line as line, and color as color can 
each be appreciated alone In some- 
thing the same way as sound. This 
allows the existence of pure abstract 
design or decoration, which has al- 
ways been one side of the art instinct 
of man. 
During the life of the race, 
abstract design has been given every 
chance to grow into all that it could 
grow into, but it has never had the 
emotional power of music, and has 
never meant to a people as much as 
the art which combined design and 
representation. 


The primary reason is that design 


is static. 
It does not exist in time 


as music docs, so the rhythm possible 
in design is nothing compared to the 
real physical rhythm of music, and 
which is the source of its power. 


What has happened then, that the 


makers of abstractions In col jr-pat- 
tern and lino are glorifying their work 
as tho ultimate form of art—the true 
expression of the modern ago? 


To mo It seems as I have said. 


Theso men are keenly nlive to the 
pure design side of every great work 
of art. 
They, personally, 
are 
not 


closely in touch with a stable, simple, 
real life which still exists under Iho 
superficial movement and falseness of 
modern life. 
So they easily minimize 


the other side of all great painting 
and plunge into abstractions lor which 
they claim and truly hopo 
groat 


things. 
And in the unbalanced neu- 


rasthenics, who are tho product of 
tho worst phase of modernity, their 
new language does arouse emotional 
response. 
Form always has been, always will 


be, tho great subject-matter of art. 
Tho emotion of form and form-iola- 
tions is tho strongest pure esthetic 
emotion. 
When these forms embody 


essentials of things in nature—when 
they are given by on artist who so 
thoroughly understands that his form 
reveals nature—then Modern Painting 
will have the pinotlonal power, mani- 
festing the foico In modern Hfo that 
great art of every tlmo lias been to 
tho people of that time. 


But in thinking of "tho Age," and 


art as the expression "f tho age, do 
not nariovv it down to a generation. 
Books, reproductions, rapid transpor- 
tation should make this more than 
any other, a universal age. Because 
we no longer accept religious dogmas, 
surely wo are not 
E.O devoid of real 


reverence and religion that we cannot 
understand Giotto and Michael An- 
gelo and El Greco, Because wo move 
in trains and clolho ourselves, Ruben's 
"Lion Hunt" and his free wholesome 
animalism havo not 
therefore 
lost 


tholr hold upon us 
Because wo light 


•with electricity Millet's peasant wom- 
an feeding her baby by tho light of 
a candle is not meaningless. 
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Heraclitus Was Right 
Says Waller Rothwell 


In an Interview with Marion Bauer, 


published 
In 
Tho 
Musical Leader, 


Walter Henry R'olhwoll, the American 
conductor, expresses as follows hla 
views of the reason for the departure 
of modern music from the classical 
forms: 


"It Is a reflection of the ago in 


which we are living, everything moves 
rapidly; this is the day of wireless 
telegraphy and airships, of the short 
story and-of nerves, and art can't get 
away from it. This Idea of 'much In 
little,' of condensation and Concen- 
trated energy, is epitomized in 'Elec- 
tra' and 'Salome' of Strauss. He haa 
broken away from the long operas of 
Wagner, which 
aro 
taxing to the 


nerves regardless of one's love for hia 
music, and has crowded into a short 
space 
terrific 
emotional experiences 


and tremendous musical effects. 


"So far as breaking away from tra- 


ditions is concerned—If ho has .some- 
thing vital to say, I da not care in 
what garment the composer clothes 
hia thought. 
It is tho inherent cre- 


ative force of the idea that counts 
and not the mold in which it is cast. 
Every genius has more or less created 
his own form, but he has always been 
the direct result of what "has 
pre- 


ceded him; he has always known and 
used the existing forms, 
and 
has 


broken away from them in maturity 
and not from ignorance nor (from in- 
experience. Take Schoenbcrg, for ex- 
ample, years ago when he was study- 
ing with Zemllnsky, who is also young 
Korngold's teacher, Zemlinsky 
said 


that 
Schoenberg 
knew 
everything 


there was to know. At that time ho 
was writing an orchestra! tone poem 
(it was Pelleas and Melisande) and 
he pasted two sheets of paper to- 
gether to have a long enough piece to 
hold his orchestration. 
Schoenberg 


simpty had to go on, to experiment 
with new tonal effects and designs. 
Long1 ago he had reached a point to 
which few people aspire In a whole 
life's work and his creative impulse 
could not stand still, and' I firmly be- 
lieve, that he la sincerely in earnest 
in everything' he does, whether we 
can follow him or not, 
Perhaps ho 


is ahead of his time, but he is no 
charlatan, His short, orchestra pieces 
that seem absolutely incoherent, are 
orchestrated 
with consummate skill 


and masterly workmanship. 


"Many o£ the compOHers of the day 


make tho mistake of writing short 
breathed phrases 
and 
of 
building 


whole works on tho contents of one 
measure. To be sure, the form of tho 
composition is created with the mo- 
tive, and a work of great magnitude 
like a symphony or a sonata must 
have a long theme, one rich in possi- 
bilities 
for 
development. 
It is in 


thematic material that so many com- 
posers fall short, the rich creative 
impulse is lacking. 
Cleverness, skill, 


contrapuntal 
knowledge, 
harmonic 


and rhythmic intricacies 
and queer 


sounding combinations take its place. 
When these so-called 
'modern 
har- 


monies" 
cover structural 
weakness 


and lack of creative Ideals, T do not 
feel that the work will live, although 
I do not deny that it may have a 
strong influence on creative work of 
the future. 
"There is one strongly marked dif- 


ference between tho work of German 
composers 
and those 
of France or 


other Catholic countries, and for an 
explanation one inu.st look to the child 
life of tho different peoples. 
Just, as 


each country has its own folk music, 
so it has Us folk lore; In Germany this 
folk lore Is tho ftiiry tnlo which has 
brought out tho fancy and romanti- 
cism o£ its musicians. 
In Franco it 


has been 'tho stories of tho mystics 
of tho Catholic church and the ele- 
ment of mysticism is strongly evident 
in the French composers. 
This folk 


lore develops a rich Imagination ami 
sub-consciousness enriches the soul- 
llfo. The degree of soul-life evidenced 
In musical composition varies greatly. 


Composer Feels Music 


Through Color Waves 


Colored light as an aid to musical in- 


spiration is employed practically by Her- 
man DarewskI, a London composer of 
considerable popularity, 
Believing that 


color !ias an Indisputable intlu-'nco upon 
the moods of the mind, ho works de- 
liberately either to quicken or to retard 
his creative impulses. 
Ills method of 


work la described by him in an article 
In Pearson's Magazine: 


"I had to write the music for a Rus- 


sian 'snow Boene' for a certain revue. I 
sat nnd thought, and I went to the piano 
and played, but I could not gel the sense 
of dim vastness, of cold, of tho jingle 
of sleigh bells patisfactorily blended to- 
gether. In the back of my mli;0 I know 
vaguely what I wanted to translate into 
music, but somehow I could not do the 
translation. 
My inspiration w.is stifled. 


Color cleared away all the mental Im- 
pediments, however. Looking through a 
deep blue strip of gelatine made mo 'feel' 
the exact music which bad 
previously 


eluded me; and, although I say It -who 
should not, the result was what 1 regard 
as being one of tho best bltn of com- 
position I have over done. 


"Lot us suppose I have to wile tv 


bright melody. 
I may be In quite a 


bappy, contented state of mind when I 
sit down to begin the work, but unless 
I am perfectly convinced that I have 
tho exact phrases I want "running1 In 
my mind I resort to color. My argu- 
ment Is that by sitting down quietly and 
feasting my eyes on Uio color I have 
proved to be most helpful to tho com- 
position of 'bright1 music, I shall prob- 
ably, 'tune1 my Imagination to a higher 
and livelier pitch than it is nt already, 
In other words, I suppose I drug my 
imagination by color. 


"All my numbers in my latest revue 


were written under tho Influence of color. 
These songs ha\ o lively, gay tunes, and 
before the composition of each tune was 
begun T "steeped1 myself in a combina- 
tion of rich orange, tango red anil bright 
yellow light. . . . 
If ever 1 had to 


compose anything very doleful I should 
gaxo long and earnestly throurh purple, 
nnd so become thoroughly dejected nnd 
unhappy. 
. . . 
I-llthcrlo, as I tiavo 


indicated, my racthod of gaining inspira- 
tion Crom color hag been to iioUl up bits 
of. gelatine to tho light and look through 
them. 
But now, so firmly convinced 


am I of the valuo of color to mo in my 
work, I am having transparent ; croons of 
various hues made to flt over my study 
window.'

will sing- to the trees," and hag writ- 
ten for it a commentary In sound that 
is Dionyslac in its melodic leaps. 
"Eternal May" Is in the lied tradition, 
but with a freshness of accent. 


"To Go and Forget" is a quiet, al- 


most 
Quakerish 
.setting 
of 
Edwin 


Markhom's "I Know How to Hold," 
Both 
accompaniment 
and 
melodic 


lines are reduced to the stark essen- 
tials, and the effect is that of the re- 
strained speech of a strong- man suf- 
fering manfully. 
^ "Waiting" Is less bare In structure. 
This is a monotone song in which the 
voice scarce rises or falls, and the ac- 
companiment carries the burden of 
expression. 
An effective change cf 


atmosphere is produced by the use of 
the same melody first In B minor, then 
in B major and ag-ain to the minor 
for close. 


"Pussy Willows" has no problems of 


sentiment or structure. 
It is a "na- 


ture song" pure and simple,, glinting-

the lawn being followed by the herba- 
ceous border and that by shrubu of a 
lower growth against tho house. 
It is 


apparent that (here must be no rigidity 
In this scheme of things or all expression 
of Individual taste will be lost. Contours 
which 
must bo dcait with, tho extent 


of space available, the architectural typo 
of the house, personal preferences and 
tho amount of funds available will all bo 
modifying influences. With regard to the 
last, It may be mentioned, however, ttiat 
tho use of trees, shrubs nnd lawn makes 
for tho most economical treatment of 
gardens. The initial cost of shrubs nnd 
trees may be somewhat high, but they 
subsequently almost take cure of them- 
selves and Hie lawn Is indefinitely pre- 
sonttiblc if one Is diligent with hose and 
mower and occasionally generous with 
fertilizer.

heroin the owner who has not yet erected 
his dwel'lng has a fairer clmnco than 
the man wltlj his home already firmly set 
upon its foundations.

suburbs. 
One rule covers two elates of 


residences almost without exception. 
It 


is this: Tut tho house on a lino In front 
with otl.er houses In the block; If you 
drive a car, put the hou—• far enough lo 
one side for a driveway 10 Ihe faiage; 
if you don't, put It In the exact center 
of the lot. A moment's consideration 
will show that such an Ironclad law will 
lead invariably to a limitation of one's 
Ideas of developing the garden and lo 
a contliuiiincc of the deadly monotony 


' that ruins block after block oC aurburban 


residences. 


There is no more resson for putting a 


houso In tho exact center o£ a lot than 
there la for making It face the street. 
There is no consideration that should 
prevent turning a houso exactly around, 
for Instance. If gurden arrangement, view 
nnd such things dictate such a dcpaituio 
from the conventional. It will very often 
bo found that on, say, a fifty-foot lot, 
ttio placing of a house at the very aide 
of It will allow yard treatment of tho 
greatest beauty. Many houses are from 


-twenty-flvo to thirty feet wide, usually 
nearer the former, which would leave, 
considering a porch space of eight feet 
Or so, fifteen foot or moro for landscap- 
ing before a main entrance which faced 
tho side of the lot instead of the front- 
Even with the front door in tho front of 
tho house, such a space at the side Is of 
value In giving greater apparent depth to 
the lot from tho street view. 
Nor need 


the house be sot exactly with its front 
wall on a line with oilier front walls on 
the block. 
Ordinarily Ihe others are al- 


together too close to the sidewalk, so 
that the view of them therefrom and 
from tho street allows absolutely no per- 
spective. 


As the d'-slgn of Hie houso will dictate 


in large measure what the treatment of 
the surtouiiding yard will be, so will the 
aspect from Its windows and other view 
places determine largely how the yaid 
feature shall be disposed.

OUTLOOK OUGHT

Tho outlook fiom the loslrlence ought, 


in most eases to be a unified one, yot 
filled with \arietyand Interest. It.ought 
to admit unobstructed view of the pleas- 
ant things in the landscape, while out- 
buildings, service yards and the like are 
screened fiom sight. 
The distant view, 


beyond the confines of one's own prop- 
erly, Is rightly to be taken Into consid- 
eration,

immediate planting 


ought to blond well with It, where it is 
of value In Itself. 
If this moi o distant 


view Is not pleasant; If, for instance, It 
consists chiefly of backyards and

ing of trees oughbr-not, however, to give 
too much shade. Sunlight Is one of Cali- 
fornia's most excellent possessions, anil 
It would bo unkind to reduce it beyond 
the limit of necessity. 


The garden design will abide by prin- 


ciples that arc common to all other varie- 
ties of nrtlstic work. 
Simplicity, espe- 


cially In small areas, will be sought, yet 
without imposing undue limits upon va- 
riety ami otiRlnuUty.

demands 
Lho 
utmost 


symmetry, and at least somo measure of 
balance Is not unpleasant In conjunction 
with the natural treatment. 
Not among 


the least Important demands Is that of 
repose: the successful garden will be the

SEATTLE, "Wash., June 2.—Before the

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AERIAL SUBMASINES. 


In these war times, with necessity spurring 


genius the world over, it is not to occasion wonder 
when tlie same inventive results are achieved in 
widely scattered places. A case in point is the 
recent report that Admiral Fiske has perfected 
a torpedo to be launched at water craft from an 
airplane and that the Germans have been quick 
to adopt it. 
( 


;It is probable,in view of evidence from the front, 


that Admiral Fiske has hit upon something that 


- others have also discovered, that the stimulant war 
supplies for the trying of every conceivable erpedi- 
ent has worked through others to the same result.. 
The "aerial submarine," as it is being called, has 
been used in warfare in Europe, and months before, 
the announcement of the American admiral's dis- 
covery and its prompt German application. 


, - J3. Alexander Powell, an American correspondent 
who has lately written the story of "Italy at War" 
(Scribner's), has this to say of the newest war 
device: 


"But the last word in aeronautical development 


is what might be called, for want of a better term, 
an aerial submarine. I refer to seaplanes carrying 
.in' clips beneath the fuselage specially coLstructed 
18-inch torpedoes. In the under side of this type 
.of torpedo is an opening. When the, torpedo is 
dropped into the sea 'the water, -pouring into this 
opening, sets the propelling mechanism in motion 
and the projectile goes tearing away on its errand 
of destruction precisely as though fired from the 
torpedo-tube of a submarine. 
It may be recalled 


that some months ago the papers pjinted an ac- 
count pf a Turkish transport, loaded with soldiers, 
having been torpedoed in the Sea of Marmora, the 
accepted explanation being that a submarine had 
succeeded in making its way through the Darda- 


nelles. As a matter of fact, that transport was sunk 
"by a torpedo dropped from the air!

3, Short seaplane had winged his way over the'Gal- 
Ifpoli Peninsula, had sighted the troop-laden trans- 
port steaming across the Marmora Sea, and vol- 
planing down until he was only twenty-five feet 
above the water and a few hundred yards from the 
doomed vessel, had jerked the lever which released 
"the torpedo. As it struck the water its machinery 
was automatically set going, something that looked 
like a giant cigar went streaking through the waves, 
there was a shattering explosion, and when the 
smoke cleared away the transport had disappeared.''

As usual, when comparison is made by him between 


things of the past and things of the present, the pessimist 
of this period is disposed to lament over what he calls 
the decadence of the popular son? and the popular singer. 
It cannot be denied that the popular song of today is in 
need of improvement; neither can it be denied that, in 
attempts to express vocally the ragtime and the ragged 
quality of melodies that have received popular sanction, 
many singers, private as well as public, give out tones 
that grate very harshly upon the ears tit lovers of real 
music. But the question is one of comparison, purely, 
and when It Is asserted that compared with the past, the 
songs and singers of tndiy, in the United States, are at a 
very low level, impartial inquiry is challenged. 


It ought to be said taat in the wholesale criticism to 


which uie songs and smr:,rs of our time are being sub- 
jected, even professional singers of the highest grade are 
receiving attcr.tlori. Mario and Jenny Iiind are, of course, 
always set up ,as standards by which all other singers 
must be measured, although Brignoll and Patti are oc- 
casionally referred to condescendingly and patronizingly 
by the musical critic for whom everything, or nearly i 
everything, stopped with the close of the first half of the-
